IMMIGRATION TC AMERICA. 


Greater T h is Year T h a n in Any Pre­ 
vious Year. 
Washington, Dec. 16.—Immigration 
to America during the year ended 
June Sd, 1007, was vastly greater than 
in any previous year of the history of 
the United States. 
This fact, with all 
its interesting and important details, 
is placed in strong light in the annual 
report of Frank P. Sargent, commis­ 
sioner 
general of immigration 
and 
naturalization, which lias been made 
public. 
The report contains in tabulated 
form every phase of information hear­ 
ing upon the question of immigration 
and in submitting this carefully com­ 
piled data, Mr. Sargent says: 
“The immigration for tile year TOOT 
exceeded that for 1906 by ISI.(‘it, and 
that for the year 1905 by 258,87)0, or 
an increase over the year 1906 of 
more than IT per cent and over the 
year 1905 of more than 25 per cent. 
During the fiscal year 1906, 12,432 
aliens were rejected at our ports; dur­ 
ing the ]'ast year 1.3,064, an Increase 
of 652: lienee the total number of 
those who have sought admission in 
1907, viz: 1,298,413, exceeds the num­ 
ber who applied in 1906, viz: 1,113,- 
167. by 185,246.”

Roosevelt, 
accompanied

Roosevelt and ti distinguished com­ 
pany of guests, has sailed on tho 
naval 
yacht 
Mayflower 
from 
the 
Washington navvyard 
for 
Hampton 
Roads. 
The president, in ids capacity 
as commander-in-chief of the United 
States navy, will give tile word of 
command which will send the Atlantic 
battleship fleet on its cruise to the Pa­ 
cific. 
As the ships pass out to sea, 
their last farewell will he from the 
president. 
On the deck of the May­ 
flower he will lead the ships through 
the Virginia capes, then give way to 
the flagship Connecticut as the double 
line of sixteen ironclads 
set their 
course to tile southward. 
Thus will 
begin what the president has planned 
as the supreme test of the American 
navy. 
The announced destination of 
the fleet is San Francisco liny, but 
when and where tile cruise win ulti­ 
mately end seems as yet an unma­ 
t u r e d plan for the future. 
The departing scene from the W ash-’ 
ington navvyard was typical of the 
punctiliousness of tile president. The 
Mav flower was spick and span and 
•spotless in white, the jackies iii their 
winter garb of blue. lined the rail 
and tim cheerless raw day seemed to 
lend itself to an expression of their 
feelings at being left out of tho big 
trip.

The amuse­ 
ment promoters generally kept their 
places closed, while an overcast sky, 
a damp chill in the air and bad walk­ 
ing shut in thousands, who in lieu 
of other entertainment gladly would 
have found recitation in the parks. 
Tile restaurants were, as before, bene­ 
fitted by the changed conditions. 
The theatrical men made no at­ 
tempt to test the law and will await 
relief in the form of a more liberal 
Runway ordinance, which they expect 
.\ ? retard of aldermen to pass. 
A few places of exhibition, dancing 
academies and roller skating rinks, 
v which had been fortified by injunc­ 
tions that forbade police interference, 
did business as usual, and an occa­ 
sional arrest for Sunday desecration

fensible hut still “it is impossible to 
separate it from the tension that ex­ 
ists between the United States and 
Japan.” 
The Sunday Observer says that it 
fs difficult to believe that the Pacific 
cruise of the American fleet is dic­ 
tated by purely professional reasons. 
’’The plain fact is,’A says the Ob­ 
server, “that the cruise is a political

Goldfield. Nev., Dec. 16.— A dele­ 
gation from the American Federation 
Of Labor called on General Funston, 
who is continuing his investigation 
of conditions Imre, with a view of de­ 
termining the necessity for the pres­ 
ence of federal troops in Goldfield. 
“These gentlemen made the most 
remarkable 
statement 
I 
have 
yet 
heard,” said General Funston. 
“Their 
statement is I hat for months they 
have 
lived 
in constant fear. 
They 
have considered it necessary for their 
self-protection 
to 
go armed 
at all 
times and have been compelled to 
avoid personal contact with members 
of the Western Federation of Miners 
in order to prevent serious trouble. 
This condition of affairs, they have 
told me, obtained until the arrival of 
the United States troops, since when 
the 
conditions 
have 
been 
greatly 
changed.” 
General Funston stated that lie con­ 
sider'd that 
this statement of the 
conditions camp from men who have 
been in a better position to know the 
real situation than any others who 
have talked to him since ids arrival. 


Tro op s W ill R e m ain in Goldfield. 


In view of the facts gleaned, Gen­ 
eral Funston said that there is little 
possibility of the troops leaving here 
within ten days and ujion his recom­ 
mendation half of the number now 
here will he detained by the Washing 
ton authorities. 
General 
Funston 
will

Goldfield for a few more days. 
Governor Sparks has sent a long 
communication to 
Washington stat­ 
ing In detail ids position in relation 
to the troops. 
The members of the commission 
sent by President Roosevelt have nf? 
rived in Goldfield. 
They are Charles 
P. Neill, labor commissioner: Herbert 
Kriok Smith, commissioner of corpo­ 
rations, and Laurence Murray, assis­ 
tant secretary of the department of 
commerce and labor. 
They are ac­ 
companied by F. X. Patterson as sec­ 
retary. 
Mr. Neill said that the com­ 
mission would go at once into tile la­ 
bor conditions in Goldfield.

and could not say when the first por­ 
tion of the report would he sent to 
Washington.
